Claims 21, 24, 33-36, and 40-41 are cancelled. 

Claims 21 , 24, 33-36, and 40-41 are directed to non-elected subject matter that 
was properly restricted by original presentation. The restriction of the method claims 
from the product claims was not traversed and has therefore been properly deemed an 
election by original presentation to the product claims with out traverse. That election 
restriction has been made final. The method claims are now properly cancelled because 
they are not commensurate in scope with the allowed claims. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments have been found persuasive in that it is not clear that the combined 
references render obvious an activated carbon article having the b/a ration claimed with 
the other claimed elements of the independent claims including use of a PVA binder.
